are u p against 
a combination

to avoid entrapment 
in vast 
battles 
of 
maneu ver. 
It appears reasonable to su ppose in the 
circu mstances that once the walls of Ger- 
many itself are breached and 
ou r Allied

been happening in France and in Eastern 
Eu rope will begin to happen 
there. That 
is to say, the remainder 
of the 
enemy’s 
divisions will face the prospect 
of being 
systematically chopped u p, cau ght in pock­

they 
will 
at 
length he redu ced to impotence, so that the 
Reich may well be given u p to ou r forces 
in mu ch the same way and qu ite a? rapid­ 
ly as France is being given u p 
now. 
As 
for gu errillas, anv analogy 
between 
the 
Germans and the Yu goslavs seems seriou s­ 
ly open to qu estion becau se, 
u nlike 
the 
Yu goslavs who have had to face only rela­ 
tively minor Nazi detachments 
and who 
have been able to cou nt u pon eventu al lib­ 
eration with ou r help, the 
Germans 
will 
have no allies anywhere and will scarcely 
find it very 
u sefu l to 
stage 
hit-and-ru n 
raids in their occu pied land against 
the 
combined might 
of Britain. 
Ru ssia 
and 
America. 
And over and above these military con­ 
siderations, there is the hu man factor. De­ 
spite the bestiality of element among them, 
the German people 
are made of ordinary 
flesh and blood and they can stand ju st so 
mu ch and no mor*\ Since long before 1030, 
they have been clem mg themselves bu tter 
for gu ns. And since the start of the war, 
constantly blockaded, they have seen their 
cities blasted to ru bble and millions of their 
sons lost. In body, mind and spirit, their 
fatigu e mu st 
by this 
time be enormou s, 
marie all the more u nbearable now that 
they know ou r Allied armies are poised to 
invade their own soil and 
that 
most 
of 
Eu rope has been wrested from them, m ak­ 
ing imminent the time when 
they will be 
starved not only for the raw materials of 
arm aments bu t for food as w ell 
It seems to be crediting the Gestapo and 
Hitler’* 
SS troops 
with an exaggerate*! 
degree of power to su ggest that this home 
front— honeycombed by millions of hostile 
foreign workers—can

the Roosevelt-Ghu rchill conference in Qu e­ 
bec from his observation 
post in France, 
saying: “ We believe it is in the better in­ 
terests of all mankind 
that the arra nge ­ 
ments which tomorrow 
will 
govern the 
fate of conqu ered 
Germany 
shou ld 
not 
lie discu ssed and adopted withou t France, 
becau se there is no power more interested 
than France in what concerns the neigh­ 
bor with whom she has had for more than 
2,000 years to occu py

with any other.”

have

a nd ha ppiness. But the wisdom 
teeth in spite o f the name given 
them ha v e no thing to do 
with wis­ 
do m o r perso na lity 
or brain func­ 
tio n. They ra te a specia lty simply 
a nd alone on 
a cco unt of their all­ 
fired inherent cu ssedness. 
Wisdom teeth are really 
ves­ 
tigial stru ctu re^, bu t they don’t 
know it. We don’t need 
them, bu t 
they insist on climbing aboard and 
only too often, like extra passen­ 
ger* generally, they make trou ble. 
Oliver Wendell Holme#, I think it 
was, said that we are each like an 
omnibu s in which all of ou r an­ 
cestors are riding and 
every once 
in a while one of 
them sticks his 
head ou t of a window and em bar­ 
rasses u s. So with the-e vestigial 
stru ctu res—the appendix and pos­ 
sibly the tonsils are other e xa m ­ 
ples, of valu e only to 
u ndertakers 
and su rgeons. They are as ou t of 
data as dodo 
bird* and fascists. 
A hu ndred thou sand years from 
no w wisdom t*« th may lie really 
testigia l, like hu man tails. As a 
ma tter o f co mmo n 
sense I am sorry 
Dust ev o lutio n took the 
turn it did 
tnd ma de ta ils completely 
v esti­ 
gia l structures. I was wrapping 
a nd ty ing a pa cka ge 
the o ther day 
a nd a ta il wo uld ha v t 
been very 
useful—to ho ld do wn the knots.

The third mo la rs, upper a nd 
lo wer, a re semi-v estigia l beca use 
the ja w o f mo dern ma n is no t big 
eno ugh fo r them. Our a ncesto rs, 
the ca v a ma n o r pitheca ntho pus, 
ma de go o d use o f them.

large prognathic jaw and he prob­ 
ably cracked open bones with his 
teeth to get the marrow — so he 
needed big heavy ones. Bu t in this 
day and age of the receding chm 
they are pu re trou ble. 
They insist on coming in to the 
pictu re after all the other teeth 
are in place and a fellow is 
a ll 
comfortably set for life. At th# 
age of wisdom, as some cynic 
sup- 
posed when he nicknamed them. 
They don’t even begin to 
ca lcify 
in the jaw u ntil the age of eight to 
ten jeers, while the first perma ­ 
nent molars are calcified a t birth. 
And they don’t try to pu sh up into 
place u ptil somewhere between the 
seventeenth and thirtieth y ea r. 


Often Impa cted 
Besides this they often get 
la id 
down sideways and when 
they 
start to grow they pu sh against 
the roots of the other teeth and 
get impacted. They may grow ou t 
in any direction. 
One specimen 
shown in the room? of the London 
denial society blithely came ou t 
on the ou tside ju st beneath the 
angle of the jaw. 
In performing these gyrations 
they make all sort* of trou ble. 
People at the age of “wisdom” who 
have neu ralgia in either upper o r 
ewer jaws shou ld think of a n un­ 
eru pted third molar as the ca use. 
They may do even worse 
things, 
Upson records patients who had 
insomnia, melancholy and 
serio us 
nervou s disorders. Lyons repo rted 
fou r patients with epilepsy who se 
seizu res entirely cleared u p a fter 
removal of impacted, 
unerupted 
third molars. 
The X-ray has rea lly put the 
.-cience of third molar 
surgery on 
the map. becau se with it the ex a ct 
position 
and 
condition 
of 
the 
tteth can be seen. To trea t the 
complicated ca sa s rea lly requira a 
the serv ices of a n ex pert.
